Every Citizen Not Display¬ 
ing The Blue Eagle Will 
Be Asked To Sign Pledge 

Immediately after tonights big 
NRA mass meeting in the City 
Park the city will be divided into 
districts and a house to house 
canvass to sign up citizens in 
supoprt of the NRA program will 
be started by the men of the 
Volunteer Fire Department. 

Responsibility for this canvass 
was assumed by Joseph Swanson 
and other officers of the fire¬ 
men's organization who met with 
Chairman Billheimer and mem¬ 
bers of the NRA executive com¬ 
mittee on Wednesday afternoon. 
It was originally planned to ask 
for a volunteer in each city block 
to interview every citizen in that 
block and to secure his or her 
signature to an NRA consumer's 
pledge. 

For the purpose of interesting 
the people of the city in their 
annual Christmas party and dis¬ 
tribution of gifts the firemen 
canvass the citizens once a year 
and it was believed that if they, 
as an organization, would accept 
the task it could be more quickly 
anil perhaps more efficiently done 
than by unorganized volunteers. 

The firemen cheerfully accepted 
the job assigned them and an¬ 
nounced they were ready to start 
out next Monday or Tuesday by 
which time those who receive the 
NRA Blue Eagle at the City 
Park tonight will have had an 
opportunity to displuy them on 
their front doors. 

At this evening's meeting 
Chairman Billheimer will ask 
every citizen to paste his or her 
Blue Eagle on their doors so that 
when the firemen make their 
rounds it will be unnecessary to 
ring a door bell where the in¬ 
signia is shown.

Reduction Of 10 
Per Cent In County 
Taxes Is Promised 

A definite prehnise that there 
will be a reduction of ten per 
cent in county taxes to be col¬ 
lected during the current year 
was contained in a statement is¬ 
sued by Chairman John R. Quinn 
of the Board of Supervisors on 
Wednesday evening. The state¬ 
ment was issued to stem the 
storm of protest against a threat¬ 
ened increase. 

It will be necessary to slight¬ 
ly increase the tax rate, Quinn 
said, but the increase applied to 
the greatly reduced assessable 
valuations will actually call for 
10 per cent less of the taxpayers' 
money than was exacted by the 
88-cent levy that has prevailed 
during the last two years. 

The total governmental ex¬ 
penses, Quinn said, will be kept 
under $38,000,000 as compared to 
$43,000,000 last year. He pointed 
out that revenue other than from 
the tax source will amount to 
over $ 12 , 000 , 000 . i

Old Tax Rate 
Of $2.40 Is To 
Remain Here 

Council Passes Ordinance Re¬ 
ducing Amount To Be 
Raised About $1.' 1,000 

An ordinance continuing in ef¬ 
fect the municipal tax rate of 
$2.40 per $100 of assessed valua¬ 
tion will be finally adopted by 
the City Council at a special 
meeting next Monday evening. As 
it was introduced and passed 
a first time on Monday when 
the budget was approved it pro¬ 
vides for a reduction of the 
amount to be collected from local 
taxpayers of $13,508.53 under the 
amount called for by the budget 
for the fiscal year 1932-33. 

To maintain the rate of $2.40 
it will be necessary to operate 
the various city activities for 
approximately $8,800 less than 
last year. A dollar of the tax 
levy goes toward the general fund 
for the payment of salaries, 
police, light, fire, street cleaning, 
garbage and rubbish collection. 
On the new, reduced assessed 
valuation this levy will raise only 
$24,746.40. 

To meet the city's sinking 
fund requirements for outstand¬ 
ing bond issues $27,538.74 will 
be required and to raise this 
amount it was necessary to 
assess a tax of $1.13 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. There was a 
reduction of one cent per $100 
of the levy necessary to carry on 
both the park and library. 

The rate will be higher in 
Canyon Park which was assessed 
for the swimming pool and for 
new streets and roads of that 
area. 

The general tax levied for the 
several city purposes and the 
amount to be raised follows: 

Rate To Raise 
General Fund ...$1.00 $24,746.40 
Library Fund ... .16 3,959.42 

Park Fund .11 2,722.10 

Int. & Sink. Fund 1.13 27,963.43 

$2.40 $59,391.35 
The amount to be raised for 
all purposes this year is 
$63,885.58 as against $77,394.11 
appropriated last year, these 
amounts including special Canyon 
Park assessments. 

The budget as adopted contains 
practically no provision for relief 
of unemployment for which the 
city spent $13,790 of its own and 
$13,685 of the county's money 
last year. It is expected, however, 
that if there is a substantial de¬ 
crease in tax delinquencies this 
year it will be possible to afford 
some little relief. 

"We have fixed the same tax 
rate for this as for last year In' 
face of a reduction of about 20 
per cent in the city's assessed 
valuation," said Mayor Reavis 
when the tax levy ordinance was 
introduced on Monday, "and it 
will be necessary to operate the 
various activities under the Coun¬ 
cil's control for approximately 
$8,800 less than last year. How¬ 
ever we are trying to give peo¬ 
ple this reduction in taxes with¬ 
out serious curtailment of the 
service. Of the amount called for 
by the budget $24,746 will be 
expended under the Council's su¬ 
pervision. This calls for $1 of the 
tax rate of $2.40. Last year this 
$1 against the valuation then ex¬ 
isting brought, in $39,000." 

"I hope," said Councilman Les¬ 
ter K. Layton addressing the 
citizens in the Council chamber, 
"that the people will bear with 
us if the service should be a trifle 
slower than heretofore. We have 
done the best we could under the 
circumstances, without abandon¬ 
ing or curtailing any of the ser¬ 
vices our citizens have come to 
expect.” 

J. O. Smith complimented the 
Council for its action. "The 
Council should be commended,” 
he said, "and I have no doubt 
the people will show their appre¬ 
ciation. To maintain the old tax 
rate with the big depreciation in 
assessed valuations and without 
serious injury to the public ser¬ 
vice shows that you gentlemen 
have given the matter careful 
thought."

County Refuses To 
Help Canyon Purk 
Property Owners 

Sierra Madre’s request for an 
allocation from the State’s gaso¬ 
line tax fund foi* the relief of 
Canyon Park property owners 
assessed for improvement of 
Sturtevant Road and other Can¬ 
yon thoroughfares has been de¬ 
nied by the Board of Supervisors. 

The sum of $850,000 in State 
gasoline tax money was allo¬ 
cated to Los Angeles County for 
apportionment among improve¬ 
ment and acquisition districts. 
Only improvements designated as 
"major or secondary highway im¬ 
provements” were included. Al¬ 
though this city cited the fact 
that Sturtevant Road is a main 
roadway through Big Santa Anita 
Canyon, and is much used by 
hikers and tourists en route to 
the mountain camps as well as 
for getting fire equipment into 
the Angeles forest, the request 
was refused on the ground that 
the improvements would not 
prove a general county benefit. 

Hotel Here 

Will Close

City Will Be Without Hos¬ 
telry Temporarily, First 
Time In Its History 

After September Sierra Madre 
will be temporarily without a 
hotel for the first time since the 
city came into being. Next Fri¬ 
day Mr. and Mrs. Lucky Ball, 
who for the past seven years 
have leased and operated the 
Sierra Madre Hotel on West Cen¬ 
tral avenue, will move out as 
the result of the recent sale of 
the building to Charles L. Salov, 
of Los Angeles. 

The transfer of the property, 
which includes the hotel and 
arcade shops as well as stores on 
either side of the Central avenue 
entrance, was made by Daniel 
Levinson, the previous owner, 
also of Los Angeles. No arrange¬ 
ments have as yet been made to 
continue the hotel service, and 
Ball's furnishings have been put 
into storage in the old Town 
Hall building at Baldwin and 
Central avenues. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ball will leave 
on a motor trip through Missouri . 
and the Middle Western states | 
September 5, planning on visiting 
many old friends in their home 
state. They will return to Sierra ! 
Madre to live at the conclusion 
of the trip. 

New Trial Is 
Demanded In 
Canyon Suit 

Another Effort To Resist 
Assessments For Street 
Work Held Excessive 

E. E. George and other Canyon 
Park property owners have filed 
an application for a new trial of 
their suit to restrain the city 
from collecting assessments for 
the improvement of canyon 
streets and roads held to be in ' 
excess of the amounts actually 
required to meet the bond pay- 1 
ments. 

Their original action was dis¬ 
missed by Judge Myron Westover I 
in the Superior Court, who held 
that the City Council had used ' 
proper discretion in fixing the as- 1 
sessments and that they were not 1 
excessive. 

The city had contended that it 1 
was necessary to levy an amount 1 
apparently somewhat in excess of 1 
the actual requirements in order 1 
to meet any shortages that might 1 
result through failure of some of : 
the affected property owners to i 
meet their bond obligations. The 
court held this was justified and !

Vote Of People On Proposal 
To Amend Beer Ordinance 
Argued Before The Council 

Suggestion For An Election Now Opposed By Churchmen 
Who Would Wait Until Repeal Of Eighteenth Amend¬ 
ment— Sale Of Beer “Over The Counter” Hailed As 
First Step Towards Return Of The Saloon— 


A proposal that a special elec 
tion be immediately held here so 
that the people may decide by 
majority vote whether or not the 
beer ordinance Hhall be amended 
so that beer may be consumed 
where sold was submitted to the 
City Council at a special meet¬ 
ing on Monday night. A delega¬ 
tion of churchmen present to op¬ 
pose adoption of the amendment 
by Council opposed the sugges¬ 
tion of an election until after re¬ 
peal of the Eighteenth amend¬ 
ment, declaring that if the or¬ 
dinance is amended to allow the 
sale of 3.2 beer now it would be 
permissable to dispense a brew of 
much greater alcoholic content 

Sales Tax Is 
Explained By 
Legislator 

Relieves Burden On Property 
Owners, Martin Tells 
K i w a n i s Club 

Those who object to the sales 
tax do not realize the burden 
that is being lifted from the 
shoulders of the real property 
owner, nor how thinly spread 
and equitable a tax has been 
legislated into being, Assembly¬ 
man Frank G. Martin told 
a meeting of local business 
and professional men at the Ki- 
wanis meeting Tuesday noon. 

Explaining how the recently 
adjourned Legislature slashed 
governmental expenses from a 
former sum of $283,000,000 to 
$247,000,000, Martin stated as his 
belief that the value of the 
economy measures passed lies not 
so much in the dollars and cents 
represented as in the inspiration 
the legislation will give further 
legislatures when they consider 
unprecedented problems, 
j He cited three bills which had 
been put over as ‘Little NRA' 
measures to prevent unfair compe¬ 
tition. One stipulates that mer¬ 
chants may not sell below cost. 
This law is flexible and excludes 
bonafide clearance sales and pri¬ 
vate individuals sales. The sec¬ 
ond bill makes it unlawful to ad¬ 
vertise goods for less than the 
contract price, and the third 
strikes home at retailers offer¬ 
ing lures of rebates and gifts 
to customers. This latter act is 
teethed with a penalty of a 
$;>000 fine and one year in jail, 
of both. 

"Equal opportunities to all 
businesses," Martin said, "is the 
end toward which we worked. 
We had much to contend with 
in the matter of constitution¬ 
ality. There were many ques¬ 
tions raised as to the con¬ 
stitutionality of the various 
measures, but I believe that 
there will be no test suits filed 
to hinder such bills. They are 
for the good of all and can’t 
possibly harm anyone." 

Returning to the subject of 
the sales tax Martin said: 
"Why didn't we put the burden 
directly on the wholesalers and 
the merchants? Because that 
class is already loaded with 
Federal taxes, and we believe 
that in so doing we would be 
getting into the territory of Uie 
National government. If prop¬ 
erly administered, the sales 
tax is the most thinly spread 
and fair tax that it is possible 
to get. It will hit the pocket 
of the man who formerly has 
been a tax slacker. The so- 
called poor man, who owns no 
property, who sends his children 
to schools he doesn't help to 
support, and who is making a 
good Income . 

"One phase not widely under¬ 
stood is that, for example, a 
property owner paying twelve 
dollars in sales tax money in 
a year's time will ultimately 
save thirteen dollars on twenty- 
six dollars property tax in the 
year. It is the little home 
owner, the dependable backbone

after the Eighteenth amendment 
1 has passed out of existence. 

Permitting beer to be con- 
I sumed where purchased now, the 
1 churchmen argued, was a step 
1 toward legalizing the open saloon 
and that it was time enough to 
consider this proposition when 
prohibition has gone completely 
into the discard. An election after 
repeal of the ammendment they 
urged, would give the people an 
opportunity to say whether Sier¬ 
ra Madre is to have a saloon 
and any vote in the meantime 
would be inconclusive. Inevitably, 
they said, a vote now would be 
followed by a demand for an¬ 
other vote later as to whether 
hard liquor shall be sold. 

Petitions of Protest 

It developed during the discus¬ 
sion that petitions are in cir¬ 
culation protesting to the Coun¬ 
cil against any amendment to 
the beer ordinance permitting 
beer to be consumed where sold. 

Incidently both sides were as¬ 
sured by Mayor Reavis, speaking 
for the council, that there would 
be no hasty action one way or 
another on the proposal to amend 
the ordinance and that an oppor¬ 
tunity will be afforded everyone 
who wishes to be heard on the 
subject before any action what¬ 
ever is taken—either by the Coun¬ 
cil itself acting on an ammend¬ 
ment proposal to it or in calling 
a special electiun to allow the 
people to decide. 

"This Council is not anxious to 
make any change in the beer or¬ 
dinance until it knows pretty 
definitely what a majority of the 
people want," said Mayor Reavis, 
“and you can be assured there 
will be no undue haste. It should 
be understood, of course, than an 
election could be forced by a 
properly signed initiative peti¬ 
tion authorizing the immediate 
submission of this question to the 
electorate, but I have no infor¬ 
mation that there is any such 
movement afoot or contemplated.” 

Beer “Over the Counter” 

A generous representation of 
members of the Congregational 
and Bethany churches attended 
the Council meeting and it was 
whispered that they would pre¬ 
sent petitions protesting any 
amendment to the existing beer 
ordinance that will allow con¬ 
sumption of beer over the coun¬ 
ter in Sierra Madre. If presen¬ 
tation of the petition was con¬ 
templated, the step was probably 
delayed in view of the assur¬ 
ance of the mayor. 

At the outset of the meeting 
a letter from Arthur Johnson Jr., 
was read proposing an immediate 
submission of the subject to the 
citizenry. It was Johnson who 
presented the petition containing 
the signatures of 364 voters ask¬ 
ing adoption of the ammendment 
now pending before the Council. 
In his communication on Monday 
night suggesting an election, he 
said; 

"On August 9th a petition bear¬ 
ing the signatures of 364 resi¬ 
dents, requesting the Council to 
amend City Ordinance 345 to 
permit legal beer to be consumed 
on the premises where sold, was 
presented to the City Council for 
their consideration. 

Abide by Decision 

“It has now been brought to 
the writer’s attention that the op¬ 
ponents to the amendment are 
circulating an opposition petition, 
therefore it seems the only way 
to settle the question fairly, for 
both sides, is for the Council to 
call a special election and let the 
people of Sierra Madre decide the 
matter for themselves. 

"There should be no objection 
from the opponents in having the 
question settled by a vote of the 
people. This method would be 
satisfactory to the proponents, 
and we shall be glad to abide by

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THE OPEN LAWN 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

I T IS often said that a lawn 
is to the landscape as a frame 
is to a picture. The green lawn 
sets off the shrubbery and 
flowers. The broad expanse of 
smooth unbroken lawn also gives 
the appearance of size to the home 
grounds. If the lawn area is cut 
up with drives and walks or 
large groups of shrubbery this 
spaciousness is lost. For this rea¬ 
son it is better to carry the 
walks to one side of the lot so 
that the lawn may not be brok¬ 
en up in parts. Masses of shrub¬ 
bery should border the lawn on 
the sides. A few well placed 
shade trees planted in the lawn 
will not destroy this expanse if 
they are not planted in the mid¬ 
dle of the lawn but somewhat to 
the sides. 

Do you recall how the old- 
fashioned lawn on the 50-foot lot 
was divided down the middle with 
a cement walk from the house to 
the sidewalk and then in the 
middle of each of the small lawn 
plots that were left were planted 
a date palm which later grew so 
large that they completely hid 
the house from view The modern 
landscape gardener would throw 
the walk to the side and would 
have a large unbroken lawn in 
front of the house with a few 
well-chosen trees or palms 
planted to the side of the lawn.

(Continued from Paye One ) 
of the community, you must 
think of and help. He has 
been the one in need of help.” 

It is Mr. Martin’s belief that 
it will be good phychology to 
issue the fractional tax stamps 
now under consideration, for 
they will make possible a pre¬ 
cise charge and people won’t 
subconsciously consider the fact 
that they pay a six percent 
rate on a fifteen cent purchase 
under the present experimental 
system of collection. 

“Never before in the history 
of the State,” he continued, "has 
there been a like plan to relieve 
the heavy burden carried by the 
real estate owner. To state that 
the sales tax is a burden or a 
hardship is an exaggeration, and 
not true.” 

Briefly sketching the work ac¬ 
complished by the legislative 
sessions, Martin told of the stag¬ 
gering problems which the leg¬ 
islators had to face. He told of 
how those owing delinquent taxes 
have been relieved to such an 
extent that they may now have 
as much as 10 years in which 
to meet their obligations, with 
a nominal seven percent interest 
rate. A complete two-year mor¬ 
atorium on tax sales was also 
provided. 

Touching on the importance 
of the NRA program, he said he 
was a good enough Republican to 
realize the necessity of support¬ 
ing President Roosevelt a hun¬ 
dred percent, and that the ser¬ 
vice clubs, such as the Kiwanis 
club, are going to be of great 
use in enforcing the “New Deal.” 

"Each community,” he advised, 
"should look to itself for ways 
of applying the various NRA ad¬ 
vantages . In Sierra Madre, for 
instance, where the unemploy¬ 
ment distress has been peculiarly 
hard due to location, it will be 
well to avail yourselves of the 
opportunities offered by construc¬ 
tion work and sensible and worth¬ 
while projects.” 

The meeting addressed by 
Martin was attended by many of 
the city's merchants. Council¬ 
man Layton presented the speak¬ 
er of the day, and Roy Pickett, 
proprietor of Pickett’s Service 
station, was presented with his 
membership pin by Clarence 
Huntsinger and welcomed into 
the club by President John 
Woehler.
